Species 1, claims 1-9, 13-26 are directed to a system method for enhancing data throughput in a 
SCSI topology in a nexus pipeline unit including an initiating unit. 

Species 2, claims 10-12, -26 are directed to a nexus pipeline circuit including a pluraUty of load 
stages including a plurality of nexus attributes.
